REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF PUBLIC 
LIBRARY. 


The interest of the patrons of the library seems to increase 
year by year. Although the number of books loaned the past 
year is not quite as large as last year, it is accounted for by the 
branch at the north being returned early in the year by E. J. 
Locke, and not being able to get any one to take it until Jan. 
18th, 1896, when C. K. Davis consented to take some of the 
books and they were placed with him and we have no report of 
the number of books loaned, which of necessity must be small. 
There has been loaned at the Centre 2,955 volumes, an increase 
of 205 over last year. At the Parade 1,142, an increase of 99 
over last year, at the south 403, an increase of 34 over last 
year, making in all 4,501 volumes loaned. Mr. Osgood at the 
south has returned the books that were in his care and there 
seems to be no one in that section who wishes to take the 
trouble to care for them, so at the present time there is no 
branch in that section of the town. The number of books ad- 
ded to the library the past year is 143 of which 132 were added 
by purchase and by gift 11, making now in the library 665 
volumes.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


It is with feelings of great satisfaction that your committee 
report the most prosperous year that Barnstead has had ina 
long time. Three terms have been maintained in twelve houses 
(the Tasker house was the only one not in use), and although 
the money was necessarily divided among so many schools, all 
scholars have enjoyed the privilege of attending twenty-seven 
weeks. 

It was the aim at the beginning of the year to employ the 
best available talent, always giving the preference to those of 
our own tower, and it is very gratifying to know that Barnstead 
still has within her borders some very excellent teachers, and 
that those young ladies who were given their ‘‘first term” 
proved themselves to be of that material which is so essential in 
the make-up of the successful manager of our common schools. 
Only four were employed from out of town, and their services 
were so acceptable that all were retained through the year. In 
fact, they were so capable and ambitious that it is hard to be- 
lieve they were not born and bred in our good old town. 

While the teachers have labored indefatigably for the ad- 
vancement of those in their charge, it seems that never before 
have parents and others ‘‘ visited school” as frequently as dur-, 
ing the year just past. This is one of the best indications that 
everything will go well in the schoolroom. 

The roll of honor, or record of perfect attendance, which 
used to number half a dozen, perhaps, is constantly growing, 
and now numbers 152 names for the three terms. It is very 
encouraging that so many have been neither absent, tardy nor 
dismissed for so many weeks. These children are learning a 
lesson in punctuality that will be more valuable than can well 
be estimated. 
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TEXT BOOKS. 


It was thought best to exchange the readers which were in- 
troduced in 1890, as they were in very bad condition. A satis- 
factory bargain was made with Werner Co. and their Columbian 
Readers placed before our scholars. Other books are dilapi- 
dated from so many years, and many new ones will be required 
during the year to come. 

At your last annual town meeting the sum of $882.00 was 
voted for repairing schoolhouses. ‘This has been very econom- 
ically laid out. The Beauty Hill house has been shingled with 
the best cedar shingles; the North Barnstead house painted in- 
side and out; Pitman house shingled on one side and repairs 
made where damaged by lightning; the Bickford house painted ; 
and the Shackford Corner house has been put in thorough re- 
pair, by clapboarding, painting inside and out, putting down a 
good hard wood floor, and placing improved seats thereon. Let 
this work go on until every house in town is comfortable and 
pleasant for those who spend so much time in them. Nothing 
is too good for our boys and girls, who are so soon to step out 
into the world to battle for themselves. Give them the best. 

Some have wondered why all has not been done as proposed 
last spring. ‘The reason is, the estimates on the houses to be 
repaired, etc., were made separately and aggregated $482.00, 
but by mistake only the sum of $382.00 was voted ; so the other 
one hundred dollars remain in your pockets, and can be voted 
at the coming election if you see fit to do so, and it is to be 
hoped you will.
